(b) In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an intennew with an examiner, a complete written statement'pf Ihejeasons prQ^ehted at the 
interview as warranting favorable action must be filad by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for response to Office action as specified In §§ 
1.111,1.135. (35 U.S.C.132) 

§ 1.2. Business to be transacted in writing. A)) business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The. personal attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Is otherwise pr^^ in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial regisler cards need not be updated to reflect interviews.. In a personal liiteivJew.^tiae.duplicate copy oUhe Form is removed and given, 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy-is mailec^^to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examineris not likejy before an allowance or if otheo circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the neirt bt^^^^^ . ^

Is adequately. recorded on the 
Form or In an attachment to the Form, the examlnTr should cliecka Sox at theTBbttom of the Forir) infbrrriing lfie applicant "that he heed not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview. 

It should be noted, however, that the Interview Siimrnary Form witi not normally be considered a cbmplete and proper recordation of the interview unless it includes, 
or is supplemented bv the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the substance of the inten/tew:

The identification of the arguments Is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the principal arguments made to the examiner can be'uhderstobdin the context of the applicatioh^file. Of course, the applicant may desire to 

. . emphasize and fully describe those arguments .whicfi he. feels, were or might be persuasive to the examiner,

applicant one month from the date of the notifying letter or the remainder of any period for response, whichever Is longer, to complete the response and thereby avoid 
abandonmerit.of the application (37.CFR.

If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the staterrfent attributed to hlrri: If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication 'Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner's Initials.
